FPhiladelphin agonts: Turner Brothers & Co,
The Arthurian legends bave had a powerful
fascination for many of the Bnglish poets,
d although their influence is by no moans
great as might have been expected from
he peculiar nature of the subject, a desire to
elaborate them into a great national English
epic nppears to have taken possession of many
minds. Spenser gives Arthur a prominent
placo among the shadowy heroes of his
“Faerie Queene,” and he seems to have in-
tended to do for him what Ariosto did fer
Roland in the *‘Fuaricso.” DBut Bpenser, with
his intrioate and utterly absurd allegory, un-
pessarily obseures his subject, and he alto-
Incks the flow of narrative and the
tory-telling power of the Italian, much as he
xooeds him in imagination and delioate
fancy. Spenser either totally misunderstood
or wilfully disregarded the old legends of
[King Arthur, and as an Arthurian poem the
*‘Faerie Queene” is scarcely entitled to con-
idoration,
Milton at an early age conceived the idea
of making Arthur the subject of a great epie,
and although we have ‘‘Paradise Lost” as the
result of a ohange of idens, it is almost a
matter for regret that he did nob earry out
s original intention. It may be considered
certain that an Arthurian epic would have a
warmth and color that ‘‘Paradise Lost" lneks,
and that it would not be disfigured by the
many absurdities that in Milton's great poems
grow out of a want of hearty sympathy be-
tween the author and his subject, and that
make it appear too often as a mere intellec-
tunl effort. Arthur would have given the
poet a national subject, a subject that was in
every way worthy of his genius, and one that
outrivalled the ‘‘Ilind” and **Xneid” for inci-
dent, character, movement, vividness of
eolor, and grandeur of effect. and shat would
have afforded him equally as grent opporinni-
ties as the one he selected.

After Milton, nnmerous writers have looked
into the old romanees, drawn inspiration from
them, and worked up bits here and there
without venturing further; and Bulwer is the
only man who has had the temerity to ab-
tempt what Milton hesitated te do, His
great epic pf ‘‘King Arthor” has some fine
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. passages, but it is deficient in the qualitios
that give such a work permanent walue, and
it is read by nobody, Indeed, it is doubtful
whether many of the admirers of this popular
novelist are aware that he ever produced such
a poeu.

Tennyson remains as the only poet who
has made any extensive use of the Arth
romances, and he has succeeded in crea’ing a
vevival of interest in them that promises to
produce good results. In the prologue to
the “Morte d'Arthur,” printed amwong his
earlier poems, Mr, Tennyson hints at epie
aspirations that he found on trial to be
beyond his capacity. The ““Lady of Shalott,”

N

¢igir  Galabad,” the “Morte da'Arthur,”
and other fragments show how he
experimented from the commencement

of his poetical eareer. but it was not until the
publication of the *‘Idyls of the King," a few
yeare ago, that his designs assumed a definite
shape. In these thereis an entire abandon-
ment of the epic design, and an apparent
purpose of giving a view of the whole Arfhu-
rian romance, both as to form and spirit, in
the shape of detached and independent
episodes, which would nevertheless have a
oertain relation and harmony with each other.
In the “‘Ydyls of the King” $he episodes are
“Geraint and Enid,” “Merlin and Vivien,’
& Lancelot and Elaine,” and "*Guinevere.” In
the work before us Mr. Tennysen relates
““The Coming of Arthur,” the story of “The
Holy Grail,” the episode of *‘‘Pelleas and
Ettarre,” and *“The Passing of Arthur'—
which last is his early poem with
such amplifications as are necessary to
make it complete. The wholg may now, we
presumo, be considered as a finished work,
and as the best that Mr, Tennyson is able to
do with his subject. In a prefatory note we
are informed that the eight poems are de-
gigned to be read in the following order:—
¢“The Coming of Arthur,” *“‘Geraint and
Enid,” “*Merlin and Vivien,"” ‘‘Lancelot and

Elpine,” ““The Holy Grail,” “Pelleas and
Ettarre,” **Guinevere,” and ‘“The Passing of
Arthur.” Such a fragmentary work is a prac-

tical confession of defeat, but it shows that
Mr. Tennyson has had the good taste and
judgment to do well what he felt was within
his power, rather than to risk failure by at-
tempting too high a flight.

It is to be regretted that he did not com-
plete his design years ago; for while his style
has reached a high state of perfection, a fall-
ing off in power has been decidedly apparent
for several years past, and the now poems in
the volume before us will greatly disappoint
many of his warmest admirers, In the “‘Idyls
of the King," his story of *‘Elaine,” while it
followed Bir Tnomas Mallory more closely,
lacked much of the peculiar charm that
distinguished the more original ‘‘Lady of

Shalott,” Mr. Tennyson's earliest attempt to
deal with an Arthurian subjeck; and
in the volume before wus the story
of the “Holy Grail,” in spite of somse
exquisite passages, appears weak in compari-
son with (ke picturesqueness of the
half-dozen  stanzas written yoars ago,
with Bir  Galahad for their msnb-
jeot. The questof the Floly Grail is one

of the loveliest of Christlan myths, and in
comparing the pages of Tennyson with the
compilation of Bir Thomas Mallory, which he
has followed, it is surprising to notice how
awkward and meagre his treatment of the sub-
jeot is in view of #he abundance of material
furnished him. In our yesterday's cdition we
quoted one of the finest pasiages in this poewm,
and we give the following deseription of the
disappearance of Sir Galahad, lured onward by
the vision of the holy vessel, as & specimen of
Mr. Tennyson's latest style as it appears st its

spesker, and be telld how CGalahnd sprang
along from pier fo pier that atretoched into a
great sea, and that sprang into fire and van-
ished an he passed: —

“Atonce I enw him far on the groat sea,
1n sllver-shining armor starry clear;
\nd o'erhis hend the holy vessel hang,

Clothed in white Bamite or a luminous cloud,
AnA with exceediug awiftness ran the boat,
1f boat it were—1 saw not whonce Is came.
And when the heavens open’d and blazed again
Hoaring, T saw him like a silver star—
And had tie set the satl, or had the boat
Become & lving crenture clad with wings?
And o'er his head the holy veasel hung
Hodder than any rose, s joy to me,
For now [ knew the vail iad beon withdrawn.
Then In a moment when shey hiazed agsin
Oponing, | gaw the least of Hitle stars
Down on the waste, and stralght beyond the star
I saw the spiritual city and all her spires
And gateways In a glory like one peari,
Ko Iarger, tho' she goal of all the sainta,
Btrike from the Ben; and from the star there shot
A rose-red gparkle to the city, and there
Dwelt, and 1 koew It was the Holy Grall,
Which never eyes on earth ngaln shall see,”

“The Coming of Arthur” is even mora
swkwardly told. Mr, Tennyson here departs
very materially from Bir Thomas Mallory, and
either invents for himself or else follows
some version of the legend with which we are
not familiar,

The most symmetrieal of the new poems is
“Pelloas and Ettarre,” a subject not alto-
gether the most pleasant that might have
been chosen, but important ns a specimen of
the style of more than one episode of the old
romance,

The best thing in the book by far,
however, is *‘The Passing of Arthur,” the
larger portion of which is familiar to every
reader of Tennyson, and which he has never
surpassed by any subscquent effort. In this
the difference between his old and new style
is distinetly apparent, and the additions that
the poet has made, while they raise the epi-
sode out of the charncter of a mere frag-
ment, confer no additional beauty.

Inlooking over these poems it cannot

fail to strike any one familinr with the
old romance as singular that  Mr,
Tennyson should have so completely

ignored the story of “‘Tristram and Iseunlt,”
Next to the “Quest of the Holy Grail” this is
the most important and the most poetical of

the jArthurian legends. It is the one that
has attracted the attention of poets more
than any other, buk with the exception of

Matthew Arnold no English writer has treated
it with marked suceess. Mr. Arneld’s *“Tristram
and lseult” is an exquisite fragment, and
being n fragment it need not doter another
from taking it up. There is a ramor that
Mr. Swinburpne intends moking an effort in
this dircotion, but considering the delicate
nature of the subject and Swinburne's well-
known proclivities, no admirerof that gentle-
man's undonbiod genius can anticipate such
a work from his pen with any feclings of
satisfaction. The powerful human interest
of the story, however, and the genuine
poetical feeling that pervades it would make
it eminently suitable for (he treatment of a
poct of Mr, Tennyson's refinement and deli-
cpey of feeling, and we caunot but regret
that he has not forestalled his younger rival
by undertaking it.

In addition to the four Arthurian episodes,
the volume before us contains seven poems,
a8 follows:—*‘The Northern Farmer,” new
atyle; *“The Viotim," ““Wages,"” *“T'he Higher
Pantheism,"” ““Flowers in the Crannied Wall,"”
“Lmeretius,” and “‘The Golden Supper.” The
last is one of Boceaceio's stories, and it is the
best of the four pieces not hitherto published.
We are glad to see that Mr. Tennyson has
had the good taste to omit the two silly maga-
zine efforts entitled “*The Bpiteful Letter”
and *‘1 stood on a Tower in the Wet,” which
certainly did his reputation no good, and
which may well be allowed to pass into ob-
livion.

The impression left by this volume is that
the poet laureate has passed the maturity of
his powers, and that while his taste is more
refined, his poetical sensibilities are less
vivid, and that we have had the best that he
is able to give.
